If any man was found, who had no ſure- 
ties, he was put into priſon, until he could 
obtain ſome tithing or boroe to receive him; 
and in theſe tithings or boroes, ſeveral good 


orders were obſerved, and amongſt others, 
firſt, that every man of the age of 12 years 
3 ſhould be ſworn to the king; ſecondly, that 
no man ſhould be ſuffered to dwell in any town 
or place, unleſs he was received into ſome 
ſurety or pledge; thirdly, that if any of 
theſe pledges were impriſoned for his office, 
he ought not to be delivered without the aſſent 
of the reſt of his pledges ; fourthly, that no 
man ſhould remove out of one tithing or bo- 
ſroe to dwell in another, without lawful war- 
rant in that behalf. Laſtly, that every one of

peace, aid the di tributing of them to the petty conſta- 
bles: And in token of this, the election of high conila- 
ble in moſt parts of the kingdom i is by the appointment 
of the juilices of peace; whereas the election of the 
petty conſtable 1s by the Port. But there are tuo 
things unto which the office of conſtables hath ſpecial 
_ zrence, and which of neceility, or at leaſt a kind of 
ongrauity, mult precede the juri 10 iction of that oſuce: 
I mean, either the mine themſelves, or ſome what that

1. There is the divifion of the territory or, groſs. of 
the ſhires into hundreds, ville, and towns ; For the 
high conſtable is officer over the hundred, and the petty 
gonitable over the town or vill. 

2. The other is the court lect, unto which the cornſt2- 
ble is a proper attendant and miniſter: For there the 
conſtables are choſen by the j y, there they are {worn, 
and thore that part of their office which concerneth fd.

3. The third, is to enquire of, puniſh and remove all 
ab'ick nuſances concerning infection of a air, COrruption 
of victuals, eaſe of chaffer, and contract of all other 
things that inay hurt or grieve the people in general in 
their health, quiet and welfare. 
And to theſe three ends, as matters of policy ſubordi- 


| nate, the court leet hath power to call upon the pledges 
that are to be taken of the good behaviour of the reſiants 


that are not tenants, and to enquire of all. defaults of 
officers, as conftables, ale-taſters, and the like; and 
* for the choice of conſtables, (as was ſaid.) 
The juriſdiction of theſe leets is either remaining 
in 4 king, and in that caſe exerciſed by the ſheriff in 
his turn, which is the grand leet granted over to ſubjects, 
but yet is ſtill the king's Court.

3. To the third, The office of the conſtable is annual, 
except they be removed. 

4. To the fourth, They be men (as i is now. uſed} 
inferior, yea, of baſe condition, which is a meer 3 
or degenerating from the firſt inſtitution: For the petty 
conſtables in town ought to be of the better ſort of reſi- 
ants in the ſaid town, Five tha: they ought not to be aged 
or ſickly men, but men of able bodies in reſpect of the 
keeping watch, and oil of their places. 

Neither 0! ght they to be in any man's livery. And, 
the high conſtable ought to be of the ableſt of freeholders, 
and oft the molt ſubſtantial ſort of yeomen, next to the 


degree of gentlemen : But they ought to be ſuch as are 


no: incumbred with any other office, as mayor of the 


| town, under-ſheriff, bailiff, Sc. 


To the fifth, They have no allowance, but are 


a hd by duty to perform their office gratis, which may 
the rather be endured, becaule 1 it is but annual, and like-

tolle becauſe they are not tried to keep or maintain any 
ſervants, or under-minitters : For that every one of the 
king's people within their limits are bound to aſſiſt them. 
6. To the ſixth, Upon complaint made of his refuſal 
to any one juſtice of peace, the ſaid juſtice may bind him 

over to the ſeſſions, where, (if he cannot excuſe him- 
ſelf by ſome allegation that is juſt) he may be fined and 
impriſoned for his contempt. | 
7. To the ſeventh, The authority of the conſtables, 
as it is ſubſtantive, and of itſelf, and aſtricted to the 

warrants and commands of the juſtices of peace; io 
again, it is original or additienal: For either it was 
given them by the common laws; or elſe annexed by di- 
vers ſtatutes: And as for ſubordinate power, wherein the 
conſtable is only to execute the commardment of the 
Juſtices of peace, and likewiſe the additional power which 
is given by divers ſtatutes, it is hard to comprehend them 
in any brevity ; for that they do correſpond to the off ce 
and authority of the juſtices of peace, which is very large, 
and are created by the branches of ſeveral ſtatutes, which 
are things of divers and diſperſed natures. But for the 
original and ſubſtantive power of a conſtable, it may 
be reduced to three heads: 

1. For matter of peace only. ' | 

2. For matters of peace and the crown. 
3. For matter of nuſance and diforder, although they 
be not accompanied with violence or breach of 


For pacifying of quarrels begun, the conſtables may, 
upon hot words given, or likelihood of breach of peace 
to enſue, command them, in the king's name, to keep 
the peace, and to depart and forbear; and ſo he may, 
where an affray is made, part the ſame, and keep the 
parties aſunder, and arreſt and commit the breakers of 
the peace, if they will not obey, and call power to aſſiſt 
him for the ſame purpoſe. 1 

For puniſhment of breach of the peace paſt, the law 
is very ſparing in giving any power or authority 2 ons 
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flables, becauſe he hath no power judicial; and the uſe 
of his office is rather - for preventing or ſtaying miſchief, 
than for puniching of offences: For in that part he is 
rather to execute the warrants of the juſtices ; or when 
ſudden matter aziſeth upon his view, or noterious circum- 
ſtances, to apprehend the offenders, and carry them 
before the juſtices of peace, and generally to impriſon in 
like caſes of neceſſity, where the cauſe will not endure 
the preſent carrying of the party before the juſtices — 
And thus much for matter of the peace. EY 


For matters of the crown, the office of the conſtable conſiſts 
e chiefly of four parts, viz. | 


2. A ſearch, 
3. Hue and cry. 
4. Seizure of goods. - 


All which the conſtable may perform of his own au- 
thority, without any warrant of the juſtice of peace. For, 
1. Firſt, if any man will lay murder or felony te 
another's charge, or do ſuſpect him of murder or felony, 
he may declare it to the conſtable; and the conſtable 
ought, upon ſuch declaration or complaint, to carry 
him before the juſtice: And if by common voice or 
{ame any man be ſuſpected, the conflable of duty ought 
to arreſt him, and bring him before a juſtice, though 
there be no accuſation or declaration, | 
2. Secondly, If any houſe he ſuſpected fer the re- 


| ceiving or harbouring of any felon, the conſtable, upon 


complaint, or common fame may ſearch. 
3. Thirdly, If any fly upon the felony, the conſta- 


ble ought to raiſe hue and cry. 


4. Fourthly, The conſtable ought to ſeize goods, and 


| keep them ſafe without impairing, and inventory them

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The office of conſtables is of great power and authority, 
eſpecially by night, at which time they have the whole 
rule and government, and ought to be obeyed, as well 
without their ſtaff of office or authority, as with it, pro- 
vided they declare and make themſelves known by that 
title, and in the king's majeſty's name : For it is not the 
ſtaff which makes the conſtable, but the office which he 
is ſworn unto: And therefore he may command in his 
majeſty's name, any perſon or perſons to go along with 
and aid and aſſiſt him, in and upon all occaſions : For 


While his majeſty and his miniſters of quality take their 


reſt in the night, the conſtable's office 1s to be intruſted 
with that part of the city or precin& unto which he i;

outrages : And for that reaſon conſtables ought to be che- 
riſted and reſpected, if they faithfully Eocharpe that
